From a business management point of 
view,: Antioch .certainly is large enough to 
warrent full-time attention at the top. In the 
private sector, ho. million dollar plus cor- 
poration could operate with part-time 
management. The village is big business! 

The question, then, is the system. Let it be 
stated at the outset that the system is only as 
good as the individual in charge. Antioch of- 
ficials can hire a professional manager who 
turns out to .be incompetent and have the 
system of a full-time administrator fall flat. 

More pertinent to consider at this time, in 




-ounopinion, is- the question of whether An- 
tioch residents want more .politics or less 
politics jnjthe ope ration of lo cal government. 
It seems axiomatic to us that with the~u>~ 
stitution of a system calling for the chief ad- 
ministrator to be the elected mayor there 
will be more politics because of the nature of 
the elective process. . 

You don't have to go far to find examples of 
communities with fulMime administrators 
that are either elected or appointed. Gurnee, 
Liberty ville and Lake Forest, for example, 
• all are governed- by part-time\.elected of-., 
ficials who employ professional managers. 
Waukegan, Fox Lake and North Chicago, for 
example, are governed by chief executives 
who are elected by popular vote. 

It boils down to a matter of choice. Under 
which system would. the people of Antioch 
feel most comfortable? Now is the time to 
voice your opinion.
